PASSENGER CARRYING SERVICE

Ryan Brougham Which Arrived | 


Yesterday Has Room for Five, 

in Addition to Pilot. 

The first cabin airplane to be 
brought to St. Louis for general 
passenger service arrived yester- 
day at Lambert-St. Louis Field. It 
is a Ryan brougham with a ca- 
pacity of five passengers and a 
pilot. It will be operated by the 
Von Hoffmann Enterprises, one of 
the new flying firms at the field. 

The brougham, a monoplane, is 
the same model that Col. Lind- 
bergh flew across the Atlantic. The 
passengers and pilot sit in an en- 


closed cabin equipped with seats, 
‘at the field tomorrow morning.

Franklin D. Roosevelt Heads Foundation Or- 
ganized to Help Those Suffering From 
Disease—Buys Georgia Mineral Springs.

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—A dis- 
patch outlining the development of 
a successful serum treatment for 
infantile paralysis in Fort Worth, 
Tex., resulted yesterday in an an- 
nouncement by Franklin D. Roose- 
velt of a plan to give. free treatment

Smith’s campaign 
manager in 1924, also disclosed that 
a $75,000 fund has been raised and 
the Georgia Warm Springs Foun- 
dation has been organized to aid 
those paralyzed by the disease. 


Mineral Springs Purchased. 
The foundation has bought the 
highly mineralized springs at Warm 
Springs, Ga., and has organized a 
hospital specializing in the latest 
treatment for paralysis—exercise 
of the muscles under naturally 
warmed water, the buoyancy of 
which supports the weakened

“After reading of the results in 
checking paralysis by the use of 
serum in Fort Worth,” said Roose- 
velt, “we have decided to invite the 
physician in charge there, Public 
Health Director L. H. Martin. with
